word  of  God  to  be  in  exact  accord  with  my 
conscience,  a conclusion  was  reached  at  once, 
and  I saw  with  certainly  the  only  thing  left 
me  to  do,  and  be  a liiajn , was  to  withdraw 
from  Methodism  and  setfve  the  Lord  Jesus.
